EASTERN. 


W a s h i n g t o n , M a rch 9th.

The Storm on the Central Pacific. 


Thursday’s Chronicle gives additional 
particulars of the tremendous snow­ 
storm in the Sierra, us follows: 
From Blue Cañón. Em igrant Gap 
and other points in the Sierra Nevada 
there came the news th at the most 
violent snow-storm which has visited 
that section this season was then rag­ 
ing. The drifts were enormous in 
liiglit and the wind was blowing a 
tempest. The snow-plows were sent 
out, with the force of a dozen engines 
behind them to drive them through 
the immense drifts; but the snow was 
so hard and the banks so thick that 
the plows were hopelessly wedged in 
and had to lie extricated with shovels 
and picks. 
Yesterday morning, while the storm 
was raging at its highest in the neigh­ 
borhood of Blue Cañón, a huge snow­ 
plow, with eleven immense engines, 
started out to clear the way for the 
Eastward bound train which left here 
on Tuesday. The drifts were enormous 
in hight, exceeding the bight of the 
engines’ smokestacks and top of the 
plow itself. Notwithstanding the fact 
that the eleven engines furnished a 
power almost incalculable, it was with 
the greatest difficulty th at the plow 
was driven through the snow. Indeed 
it was impossible to do so at all in 
many places 
until 
much 
of the 
drifts had been shoveled away by the 
large force of laborers accompanying 
the snow-train. 
All this time the storm was raging, 
the wind whistling through the pines 
and the weather the coldest that has 
ever been known for many years. At 
Carlin on Sunday the thermometer 
stood at 35 degrees below zero, which 
intense degree of cold is supposed to 
have been the precursor of the present 
great storm. 
The train wliicA got through on 
Tuesday by the tremendous exertions 
of the whole laboring force of the Sac­ 
ramento division arrived here yester­ 
day afternoon, nearly 
twenty-four 
hours late. 
The passengers report 
that it was with the utmost difficulty 
that they got through. The storm at 
that particular point, viz: near the 
Summit, had ceased, but the wind was 
blowing and the cuts were filling up 
again as fast as the great plows could 
force through them. Later dispatches, 
however, received yesterday 
after­ 
noon, state that the road in the Sierra 
Nevada was open, or rather trains 
could pass through in the rear of 
snowplows. The time is slow though. 
The train which arrived yesterday was 
ten hours running from Truckee to 
Blue 
Cañón—forty-one miles—not­ 
withstanding it was preceded by a 
hugii snowplow propelled by eleven 
large freight engines. The storm has 
been the worst of any that has occur­ 
red for four years in these mountains. 
The scene of the terrific storm near 
Toano is about 301) miles east of Blue 
Cañón, in the Pequop mountains. The 
range in which the storm is now in 
full force is about 0,000 feet above the 
level of the sea. There are numerous 
cuts and ravines all along the line that 
fill in rapidly, and the work of clear­ 
ing the road must take all the laborers 
that can be gathered far and near. 
12 M.—A large gang of men, with an 
enormous snowplow and ten engines 
working from Toano, and a large force 
from Wells with another snowplow 
and engines, met about six miles west 
of here this morning at 9 o’clock, hav­ 
ing opened a road through. In back­ 
ing up to Toano the rear snowplow 
got off the track, which caused some 
little detention. More men were sent 
from Toano, and it is believed they 
will be able to get the road clear in 
two or three hours. The snow is drift­ 
ing fearfully, and the wind is blowing 
a tremendous gale—and has been ever 
since Sunday. By the tim e the snow­ 
plow and gang of workmen get through 
it is drifted in again behind them. 
The snowdrifts are so hard that the 
engine and plow often leave the rails 
and run upon the snow. The Division 
Superintendent is hopeful that the 
road will now be kept clear, although 
it is difficult to make any calculation. 
The working force is nearly exhaust­ 
ed, very few having slept any since 
Monday night. The snow in the cuts 
is even with the smokestacks of the 
engines. 
_____ 


Terrible Accident in Yuma. 


A dispatch from Yuma of the 6th 
says that a terrible and fatal accident 
occurred at the junction of the Colo­ 
rado and Gila rivers yesterday about 
2 o’clock in the afternoon. 
The 
Colorado Steam Navigation Company 
had a number of men employed in 
getting out rock and gravel to be used 
in the construction of a sidewalk near 
their premises. The river bank which 
at that point is some thirty or forty 
feet high suddenly gave way and came 
down with a terrific crash, and before 
the workmen could get out of the way 
caught three of them. 
One, Juan 
Cadena, nearly cleared 
the fading 
mass, and though his body was buried 
his head was not covered, and he was 
taken out alive, but with one leg 
broken, and it is feared severe internal 
injuries. Two others, Manuel Redondo 
and Pedro Castillo, were buried deep 
in the rocks and earth that had fallen. 
A party went to work with a will to 
extricate the unfortunate men from 
their perilous situation, anti all were 
finully|dug out; but, with the excep­ 
tion of Cadena, they were past help. 
The two latter were without doubt in­ 
stantly crushed to death, as the quan­ 
tity ot earth and rock that had fallen 
was estimated at nearly two thousand 
tons. 
Captain Poole who was over­ 
seeing the work came very near being 
caught by the falling bank. The bodies 
of the men killed were by order of 
Major Finley, Agent of the Colorado 
Steam Navigation Company, taken to 
the steamboat house, whence they 
were to-day decently buried at the 
charge of that company.

Under the second hood is contained a'H ls- 
toric Glance at Codification, including Ro­ 
m an, French,Spanish, C anadian and A m eri­ 
can. Thus far the work presents a clear, terse 
view of the subject, and brings t he reader to 
the third head, Practical Codification, with 
his m ind better prepared to appreciate w hat 
follows. 
Under the third head, Practical Codifica­ 
tion, are the sub-heads: Axiomatic Proposi­ 
tions: 
Preparation of the Act authorizing 
Codification; Requisite Qualification of Com­ 
missioners; Compensation; Time for the Per­ 
formance of the W ork; und Rules for Codifl- 
cution und Am endm ent. These rules, seven­ 
teen In num ber, are elaborated and illustrated 
by sections drawn from the Code. 
The work lias an eight puge Appendix, in 
the form of a letter to H . II. llaig h t and 
others, touching the author’s connection with 
the Cotie Commission und the causes o f his 
resignation; touching also tlie tuturc treat­ 
m ent of tne Codes. The last. Is an Im portant 
m utter, and should engage the attention of 
every lawyer in the State. Ttie nuthoi Is evi­ 
dently m aster of his subject, and has given to 
it an unsparing, analytical, dem onstrative 
treatm ent. The work lias come in a m ost op­ 
portune m om ent, containing, as it does, most 
im portant recommendutions as to the mode 
of nm endlng the Codes.

M in o rity R epresentation and Ap­ 
p o rtio nm en t. 


The Alto, In the course of an article 
favoring 
minority, 
representation, 
takes occasion to say th at notwith­ 
standing our boasts of political pro­ 
gress we are behind the English in ac­ 
cording to minorities the right to a 
share in legislation. If the assertion 
is meant only to apply to this State oí 
California, It may be correct, but the 
plan has been tried in other portions 
of the United States, and so far has 
been found to work to the satisfaction 
of the people. The members of the 
late Constitutional 
Convention 
of 
Pennsylvania were chosen on the plan 
proposed by ex-Senator Buckalew, 
which is similar in many respects to 
the English system referred to by the 
Alta, and the result has been in the 
highest degree favorable. No abler or 
more impartial a body has ever been 
chosen in that State and the Consti­ 
tution perfected by it and adopted by 
the people of Pennsylvania is very 
much superior to the preceding one. 
The State of Illinois however, pre­ 
sents the most conspicuous example 
of the adoption of this principle. That 
great State in the constitution adopted 
in 1870 distinctly recognized the right 
of minorities to a representation in 
the Legislature, and though the pre­ 
judices of years were hard to over­ 
come, yet a provision for the election 
of members of the Assembly ou the 
cumulative plan, separately submitted 
to a popular vote, was carried by a 
large majority, and is now a part of 
the organic law. By this provision 
the State is divided into fifty-one dis­ 
tricts, each of which is entitled to one 
Senator and three members of the As­ 
sembly. In voting for members of the 
lower house the elector is allowed to 
cumulate his votes or to distribute 
them at will. He can thus give each 
of three candidates a single vote or 
can concentrate on two or one. By 
this means a minority can always 
have a representative unless they com­ 
prise less than one-third of the voters 
in the district, and the result is that 
out of the fifty-one districts in the 
State there is but oue that returned 
three representatives of the same 
political faith. 
In many districts 
where 
parties were 
pretty even­ 
ly balanced, 
both 
sides 
nomin­ 
ated two candidates, and then of 
course the most unpopular man was 
beaten. 
The good effect of such a 
system is very apparent in a State 
where party feeling has run so high. 
Notwithstanding the omnipotence of 
the caucus, which under the old plan 
really decided before any election was 
held, and which still to a great degree 
sways the judgment of the average 
voter, conventions are compelled to 
consider the character of their candi­ 
dates, knowing that if an obnoxious 
one is chosen the party runs the risk 
of losing a member. Again, there is 
nothing like the same tem ptation ex­ 
isting to force a candidate on the peo­ 
ple through the familiar tricks re­ 
sorted to in party caucuses, for a nom­ 
ination is no longer equivalent to 
election. So far as tested the plan 
works well, and though strenuous 
efforts have been made by politicians 
to overthrow the system, the people 
are well satisfied and will probably 
retain, and even extend it further. 
The greatest objection to the adop­ 
tion 
of 
such 
a 
plan 
in 
this 
State 
is 
that 
it would 
prevent 
the representation of localities, and as 
under the present system a great 
many counties-are without a repre­ 
sentative, there conld be no serious 
opposition on that score. A preferable 
plan we imagine would be to allow 
each county to elect a single member 
on the.ordinary plan; an equal or 
smaller number should then be elected 
on a general ticket, by congressional 
districts, with a provision th at no 
elector Bliall be allowed to vote for 
more than say three-fifths of the 
number, or adopting the Illinois plan, 
allow the voter to cumulate his ballots 
as he chooses. By amending the Con­ 
stitution so as to make the number of 
representations one hundred, there 
would, after assigning a member to 
each county, be forty-eight to elect by 
a general ticket. This number might 
be apportioned among the present 
Congressional districts giving twelve 
to each, and by electing them on the 
cumylative plan, a fair test of its appli- 
cabi lity could be had. The plan of ap­ 
portionment would also give a more 
eqitable division of legislative power 
than the one now in use. Under the 
present apportionment San Francisco 
has twelve 
representatives out of 
seventy-nine, while the bill now be­ 
fore 
the 
Legislature 
gives 
her 
twenty. On 
the 
basis 
suggested 
above,the city would get thirteen rep­ 
resentatives out of a hundred, and this 
we take it, will be nearer her proper 
share if a census were taken, and a 
just distribution made. We are not 
prepared to advocate the adoption of 
one basis of representation for the 
country and another for the city, but 
there is a manifest propriety in giving 
each county a representation, and the 
remainder of the Assembly when dis­ 
tributed according to population, will 
so nearly preserve the proper equilib­ 
rium as to give no reasonable cause 
for complaint. We give these sug­ 
gestions, however, more for the pur­ 
pose of awakening dircussion than as 
a dogmatic expression of opinion, and 
hope that the subject may receive a 
thorough examination. In the mean­ 
time it is clearly no more than com­ 


mon justice to this section of the 
State th at the adoption of any new 
apportionment shall be postponed at 
least till next year when a new census 
will be taken, and we can have our 
fair share according to population. 


T h e Duty on Im ported Still W ines. 
The Committee of the Wine-grow­ 
ers meeting at Sacramento to which 
Mr. Newmark’s communication was 
referred, have as will be seen by the 
report of proceedings printed in this 
issue, reported favorably, recommend­ 
ing that our delegation in Congress be 
communicated with on the subject 
and instructing the Secretary to notify 
the Los Angeles Chamber of Com­ 
merce of their indorsement of the pa­ 
per. 
Since the publication of the 
paper, advices from Washington have 
been received to the effect th at “the 
Committee of Ways and Means have 
instructed Mr. Wood to report a bill 
fixing the rate of duty on imported 
still wines at fifty cents per gallon and 
$2 per case, in lieu of the present mode 
of collecting the duty ad valorem.” 
The objections of the Wine-growers to 
the law as it stood were not only that 
the tariil'is low, and being ad valorem, 
that wines were invoiced at a low 
price, and thus brought in by paying 
a nominal duty, but that under th e 
regulations allowing wines containing 
twenty-two per cent, of alcohol to be 
thus imported, brandy distillers take 
advantage of the act and import wines 
for distilling. A tax of fifty cents per 
gallon instead of ten, as asked by the 
distillers, will be more equitable; but 
to be altogether fair the per centage 
of alcohol in wines imported under the 
act should not be greater than ten or 
twelve per cent., the strength of ordi­ 
nary table wine. This would put a 
stop to the evasion of the tariff by 
importing wines for distillation, and 
would also greatly encourage an in­ 
dustry which under the present reve­ 
nue laws is in a languishing condi­ 
tion. 


T h e H o m e s t e a d , a little journal 
published in Oakland as a real estate 
organ, has been purchased by Dora 
Darmoore, and will in the future be 
devoted to the interests of the women. 
It has been doubled in size and greatly 
improved. W e have received the first 
copy of the new series and find it a 
very handsome paper. 


Wine Growers Meeting. 


SECOND d a y . 
From the fiecord of the 5tli, we copy 
the proceedings of the second day’s 
proceedings ; as follow^: 
The meeting being called to order 
by Vice-President Snyder, the minutes 
of yesterday’s meeting were read and 
approved. The Secretary read a dis­ 
patch just received from G. G. Blan­ 
chard. President of the Association, 
saying 
that 
illness prevented his 
attendence of the meeting, and wish­ 
ing the Society success in its objects. 
Upon which ti vote of sympathy for 
the President in his illness and hopes 
of speedy recovery was passed. The 
Committee on 
the 
Classification, 
Nomenclature and Painting of Urapes 
made the following report which was 
adopted ; 
To the President and members of the 
California Wine Growers and Wine 
and Brandy Manufacturing Associa­ 
tion—Gentlemen : Your Committee 
on the Clasiflcation of the Grape beg 
leave to submit the following report: 
They have had careful examination 
of the different varieties of grapes 
exhibited at the fairs of the society, 
and had the names noted by which 
the same are known to the exhibitors. 
By this comparison they have learned 
that the nomenclature of the grapes 
of this State is in a statefof great con­ 
fusion, the diffeient exhibitors know­ 
ing the same variety of grape by a 
different 
name. This 
acts 
as an 
impediment to progress in correct 
information in grape culture, and 
under the authority of the society the 
committee are carrying out plans for 
its correction. 
They have invited bids from the 
several artists of the state, accompany­ 
ing sample paintings, for paintings 
from twenty to fifty varities, 
one 
bunch each. Some fifteen different 
artists submitted sample paintings and 
bids. 
Alter a careful examination of these 
samples, and considering the quality 
of the work, they awarded the contract 
of painting twenty varieties to Miss 
Hannah Millard, of San Jose, for $12 
apiece, the Society paying her neces­ 
sary expenses from place to place. 
Under this contract Miss Millard has 
executed seven paintings, which are 
here present in the room. These seven 
paintings have cost the Society $98 50, 
which has been paid. The paintings 
are entirely satisfactory to the com­ 
mittee, and trust they will be to the 
Society. The committee propose, with 
the consent of the society, to have 
Miss Willard commence her work this 
year as soon as grapes are ripe enough 
and finish the twenty samples. The 
committee would further report that 
they are collecting facts and necessary 
information to make 
up a proper 
explanation of the name and history 
of each grape painted, to accompany 
the same in a book on California 
grape culture contemplated to be pub­ 
lished under the auspices of the 
Society, all of which will be submitted 
in due time. 
I. N. H oao. 
Secretary of Committe. 
The committee also reported the 
following as the varities of grapes 
already painted : Keisling, Gornichou, 
Rose of Peru, Mission, Muscat of 
Alexandria, Rose de Italian, Malvoise 
Brandy Grape, and Flame Tokay. 
Upon consultation, it was agreed that 
the following shall be next painted : 
Orleans, Chassales Violet and Golden 
Chassales, 
Burger 
Zinfidel 
Pino, 
W hite Malaga, Fiherzagos, Malvoise, 
Black Hamburg, German Muscatel, 
Bishop, Red Hungarian, and seedless 
or Corinth grape. On motion of Mr. 
Dresel, the Secretary was authorized 
to 
purchase 
a 
German book of 
lithograph plates, representing the 
grapes of Germany, and the key to the 
same, for the sum of $20, for the use of 
the society. Mr. West stated that he 
learned there had been a sim ilar work 
printed in English, which would be of 
great value to the society, and on 
motion, Mr. W est was requested to 
learn what he could about the work 
and report at the next meeting. 
The committee to whom was referred 
the communication from Mr. New- 
rnark to our Congressmen, reported 
th at they heartly indorse the com­ 
munication, and proposed that the 
Secretary be instructed to communi­ 
cate with our members of Congress on 
the same subject, protesting against 


the proposed change ill the revenue 
law reducing the duty on imported 
wine. 
The Committee on Appropriation 
reported the action hud at the agri­ 
cultural meeting Tuesday evening, 
and their action was approved. 
The Treasurer reported a full list of 
expenditures for the past year, showing 
$439 95 on hand. The sum of $250 was 
set aside for the purpose of consum­ 
mating the contract with Miss Millard 
for painting twenty-five varieties of 
grapes. 
On motion ofcMr. Hill it was recom­ 
mended to the Board of Directors that 
they call the next business meeting of 
the association at San Francisco, as 
that place would better accommodate 
a larger number of active members. 
I. N. Hoag, George West, Charles 
Kruz, J. Dresel and Robert Chal­ 
mers were appointed a committee to 
prepare a premium list for the Fair of 
1874, and report the same to the Board 
of Directors. 
The Committee 
on Dry Wines 
reported a premium of a diploma to 
Henry W inkle, for Reishng and dry 
red wines; also,the same premium to 
Robert Chalmers for brandy. 
The committee appointed on the sub­ 
ject of taxation reported the following 
memorial to the Legislature, which 
was adopted, and the Secretary in­ 
structed to present the same to the As­ 
sembly and Senate: 
Mr. President: Your committee ap- 
jiointed to prepare a memorial to be 
presented to the Legislature of this 
State, in session in this city, beg leave 
to submit the following document for 
your consideration: 
* To the honorable, the Senate and 
Assembly of the State of California: 
W h e r e a s , 
A uniform and equal 
system of taxation is contemplated by 
the Constitution of the State of Cal- 
fornia; and, whereas, the wine grow­ 
ers of the said State have been for 
some years past subject to unequal ex­ 
actions in the mode of taxation, as 
compared with the other property 
owners in the State; and, 
Whereas, Vineyard property is as­ 
sessed largely in excess of what it 
should he, the assessment of the same 
being in most cases, particularly in 
the counties of Napa and Sonoma, at 
from $40 to $60 per acre, land which 
if used for any other purpose, would be 
rented at from $2 to $10 per acre, and 
the vines on the same being assessed 
at the rate of $100 per acre, and an ad­ 
ditional assessment being put on the 
value of the same, the must on the 
pressed juice of the grapes being gen­ 
erally assessed at from fifteen to t wen­ 
ty cents per gallon, making such as­ 
sessments and taxation most onerous 
and entirely unequal with the valua­ 
tion of all other classes of property in 
the State; and 
Whereas, 
The wine growers of 
this State have invested a large capi­ 
tal in this important branch of indus­ 
try, and have heretofore labored un­ 
der great disadvantages and have 
struggled hard to build up a business 
which will be of the greatest impor­ 
tance and advantage to the State, and 
have been rather oppressed by an un­ 
equal and heavy taxation, instead of 
having received encouragemont and a 
fostering care from the State; there­ 
fore 
Resolved, That we, the wine grow­ 
ers of the State ot California in con­ 
vention assembled, most respectfully 
ask the Senate and Assembly of the 
State to amend the revenue law so as 
to prevent a double or triple taxation 
of their property, aud that their vine­ 
yards be assessed according to the 
value of the land, and that their grow­ 
ing crops be exempted from taxation, 
the same being more uncertain than 
are those of any other, and the must 
or the pressed juice of the grape be not 
considered taxable property, as the 
same cannot be called or considered 
wine until it is one year old. 
Resolved, That we do not ask this 
ns a favor, but as a simple act of jus­ 
tice to a young and growing interest, 
which now pays more dollars into the 
treasury in proportion to the amount 
of capital invested than any other in­ 
dustrial pursuit in the State, and with 
a remuneration far below that of any 
other branch of agriculture. 
All of which we most respectfully 
submit to the favorable consideration 
of your honorable body, hoping that 
the required relief be granted.

The Hill Improvements. 


W ater is the all important question 
in Southern California. 
Let there be 
water and everything in the vegetable 
line springs up and grows with a 
growth unparalleled in other locali­ 
ties. Orange trees spring up with mar­ 
vellous rapidity, and the spot becomes 
a little paradise under the manipula­ 
tion of industry, wherever water can 
be had.

Horse Notes. 
Tlu* 
famous 
trotting-m are Lady 
Thorne dropped a fine colt foal on 
Monday last at the Fashion Stud 
Farm, Trenton, N. J. General Knox 
is the sire of the colt. 
The Rochester Driving Park Asso­ 
ciation — a new organization — have 
claimed the 11th, 12th, 13th and 14th 
of August for their trotting meeting 
next ¡Summer. The association have 
under contract the necessary buildings, 
track-grading, fencing and other re­ 
quisites, at a cost of $170,000. 
The 
New York Central Railroad passes the 
gates of the track, and horses can be 
there taken from the cars. One hun­ 
dred box-stalls have been built around 
a hollow square, and there will be 
three double-decked grand stand*, a 
club-house, etc., erected. It is said 
that the ¡State Fair will be held at this 
place the coming season, and suitable 
buildings will be supplied therefor. 
The track is a full mile and is pear­ 
shaped, 
something like the Pros­ 
pect Park Fair Grounds track. 
The 
grounds are situated about one mile 
and three-quarters from the Court­ 
house, between Rochester and Lake 
Ontario. Living springs are abundant 
within the enclosures. The President 
is Mr. George J. W hitney, and the 
Vice-Presidents Messrs. P. Barry and 
Colonel E. Bloss Parsons. This asso­ 
ciation intend giving the largest pre­ 
miums for trotters during the coming 
campaign of any organization in the 
country. 
The officers of the St. Paul, Minne­ 
sota, Driving Park intend having a 
horse-fair on their grounds nt St. Paut 
on tlie the 2d, 3d and 4th of July; and 
should trials of speed be ignored at 
that time, a Fall meeting will be held 
next September, when large premi­ 
ums will be giren for exhibitions of 
speed. 
A dinner was given in Paris, Febru­ 
ary 8th. by M. Oiler, the well-known 
proprietor of “ pari-mutuels,” to inau­ 
gurate the opening of the large new 
betting hull that lias been secured by 
that gentlemen.

the chief.betting m art of Paris. 
I). Swigert, of Woodford county, 
Ky., 1 ias just purchased of A. J. Alex­ 
ander a three-year-old Planet colt, dam 
Lady Barry, by imported Emud. The 
colt will make his first appearance on 
any track at Jerome Park under the 
name of Egypt. 
M.H. Sanlord has recently purchased 
the Lewis Stud Farm from W . T. 
Hughes. 
It consists of óót) acres of 
good land, and is situated five miles 
east of Lexington; Ky. Mr. Sanford 
paid $7(1 an acre for it. He intends 
now setting it up as a breeding estab­ 
lishment for the Preakness stud, where 
his annual sale of yearlings will take 
place. 
Willard Mase, of Mattewan, lias re­ 
cently purchased the six-year-old trot­ 
ting gelding Mountaineer, raised by 
Charles B. Scofield, of Putnam county. 
Mountaineer is a second Hamldeton- 
ian, fifteen bands three inches high, 
and lias a record of 2:30. 
Morrell Higley, 
the 
trainer and 
driver, who brought out Flora Belle, 
has purchased the gray mare Minnie, 
by Wilson’s Blue Bull—price, $7,000. 
The following are the more import­ 
ant nominations of Baron Rothschild, 
now rendered void by his death : Beu- 
consfield, Marsworth and Archduke, 
for the Newm arket biennial; Mars- 
wortli, Helsthorpe and Beaconsfield 
for the 2,000 guineas; Lady May and 
Czarina for the 1,000 guineas and New­ 
market Oaks; Beaconsfield. Archduke, 
Marsworth and Helsthorpe for the 
Derby; Czarina, Science, Lady May 
and Pimento for the Oaks; Marsworth, 
Archduke, Czarina and Burston for 
Prince of Wales stakes at Ascot; Bea­ 
consfield, Marswortli and Czarina for 
the Doncaster St. Leger, and four un­ 
named horses in the Middle Park 
Plate. The above are the nominations 
for the present year, while for 1875 
there were five entered in the Baron’s 
name for the Derby, three for the oaks 
and four for the St. Leger. The Baron 
lett instructions in his will th at his 
stud is not to be sold, and Ids wishes 
will be implicitly obeyed. 
The Earl of Howtli died at Cannes, 
France, on the 4th ult., from disease 
of tlie heart. He was born in 18Ü3, and 
for many years lias been a supporter 
of the turf. Among the best norses 
that lie owned were St. Lawrence, 
Peep o’Day Boy (winner of the Ches­ 
ter Cup in 1848) and Mincipie. A t tlie 
time of his death he had in training in 
England, Sutton (better known as the 
Christmas-pie colt), Gienavena and 
three two-year-olds. Lord Howtli was 
a first-class ’cross-country rider and 
gentleman jockey, and, as a breeder 
always possessed a few good brood 
mares, which be understood how to 
mate with high-class sires. His eldest 
son, Viscount St. Lawrence, succeeds 
to the family honors. 
The Murchioness of Ailsa m et with 
an accident on the hunting field on 
February 2d. She was jum ping a fence, 
in attempting to clear which her horse 
stumbled and fell, and slie was thrown 
with great violence to tlie ground. 
She was for a few moments stunned, 
ami received a slight injury on the 
lace, which was occasioned by the fore­ 
foot of tlie horse in rising, yet she was 
soon well enough to ride home. 
George Hilton, who under tlie as­ 
sumed name of Fleming, lias been 
known on the English turf for many 
years, died February 6th, at his resi­ 
dence, “ The Fleming,” near Chelms­ 
ford, H e owned Nemesis, the winner 
of tlie 1,000 guineas in 1801, Van Ani- 
burgh, Cecrops, who on the T. Y. C. 
hud few equals, Magnum Bonum and 
other good horses. Mr. Hilton had a 
sportsmanlike belief in tlie supreme 
excellence of his own stud, and lie was 
firmly of opinion that Van Amburgh 
was “ tlie best horse in Europe.” 


Terrible Tragedy. 


The Truckee Republican of the 3d 
inst. gives the following particulars of 
tlie attempted murder of Mrs. Calhoun 
by her husband and ids suicide: 
Another thrill of horror has passed 
over our community at the news of 
the suicide of our late townsman, 
Charles C. Calhoun and his attempt 
at killing his wife, to whom he had 
been married only a week. There arc 
a few facts that are generally known 
regarding the sud occurrence, hut Li­ 
tar the greater portion of the story is 
shrouded in impenetrable mystery. On 
Friday evening Mr. and Mrs. Calhoun 
came from Colfax to Dutch Flat and 
stopped at the house of Mr. Tillottson, 
the wife’s father. During tlie evening 
Calhoun procured two bottles of chlor­ 
oform, and before retiring placed them 
near tlie head of the bed, saying, “ you 
must take one of these, and I the other, 
and we will die together.” About 11 
o’clock lie poured the chloroform over 
tlie pillows and upon the bed, trying 
at the same tim e to cover his wife’s 
head with tlie bed-clothes, in order to 
cause her to inhale tlie deadly drug. 
¡She resisted and would have alarmed 
her friends sleeping in the house had 
lie not placed a pistol to her head and 
threatened to shoot her instantly if she 
attempted to cry out. Several times 
Mrs. Calhoun endeavored to get pos­ 
session of the pistol; but Mr. Calhoun 
did not go to sleep and each time pre­ 
vented her attempts. At 0 o’clock she 
proposed to rise, saying it was time, 
but as she made an ettbrt to do so, he 
said she should not get up ami at 
thesam e time fired. The bullet grazed 
the lid of the right eye, passed through 
the upper part of the nose, and, enter­ 
ing the upper portion of tlie left eye, 
passed Wholly beneath tlie lid and out 
near the corner. W ithout waiting to 
see the effect of tlie shot, Mr. Calhoun 
placed the pistol to his own head and 
fired. As lie was left-handed, tlie ind­ 
ict entered the left side of tlie head, 
about two indies above the ear, rang­ 
ing downward 
through tlie brain. 
Aroused by tlie noise, tlie various 
members of tlie family rushed into 
tin? room, when Calhoun thus ad­ 
dressed Mrs. 
Tillottson, “ Mother, 
don’t blame me; you know all; ’tis 
sweeter to die thus than to live.” 
He 
became insensible immediately, and 
never spoke again until his death at 4 
p. m . 
Mr. Calhoun was in Truckee 
nearly two years, in the employ of the 
railroad company. He was ever known 
as a temperate, industrious, warm­ 
hearted young man, and was especially 
honored in tlie secret societies of which 
he was a member. The principal offi­ 
cers of the Masonic and Odd Fellows’ 
Lodges in Truckee attended tlie funeral 
in Dutch Flat. He was buried with 
Masonic rites and honors at 3 p. M. on 
Sunday 


Torpedo Experience. 


A series of experiments with torpe­ 
does at Key W est is thus described by 
the correspondent of the New York 
Herald: 
A raft twenty by ten feet, constructed 
of heavy planks was to-day towed by 
tlie Fortune to a position one mile 
ahead of the fleet. A tone o’clock all 
the vessels got under way, and form­ 
ing into columns steamed toward this 
raft in the following order: 
The W a­ 
bash first, then tlie Congress, Ticon- 
deroga, Canandaigua, Ossipee, Colo­ 
rado, Brooklyn, Wachusett, Kansas, 
Lancaster, 
* Alaska, 
Shenandoah, 
Franklin, and lastly the Fortune. 
Each vessel carried a hundred-pound 
torpedo rigged one on tilt starboard 
side of a fifty-foot spar. The Wabash 
carried three and the Brooklyn two. 
All were to be fired by electricity. 
Fourteen out of tlie seventeen tor­ 
pedoes were successively exploded. 
Tlie spectacle 
m u s very grand. 
In 
many 
instances 
a 
solid 
column 
of water was thrown 
twice 
the 
bight of the mainmast. 
The best 
execution was done by the Colorado, 
Waclnlsett and Shenandoah. 
The 
Fortune’s torpedo was carried away 
by her speed before tlie explosion oc­ 
curred. Tlie shock oil shipboard was 
something terrible. 
Commodore Parker declares that to­ 
day’s experiments have demonstrated 
the impropriety of applying torpedoes 
to large <Var vessels incapable of great 
speed. 
Captain Jones of tlie Royal Navy 
witnessed the experiments from tlie 
Brooklyn.

The California is due at W ilming­ 
ton. 
Mud lafte on Alexander street has 
at last been flll.d up. 
Governor SafFord and party left here 
for Arizona yesterday. 
Financially the carnival last Satur­ 
day night was not a success. 
Sunday was a quiet day on the 
street, no arrests of any kind being 
made. 
Borne of the Los Angeles street mud- 
holes have received a sugar-coating 
of gravel. 
The Library Trustees hold a meet­ 
ing to-night, at which important bus­ 
iness will be transacted. 
The Sheriff waded through a num­ 
ber of tiie letters of the alphabet yes­ 
terday in his tax sales. 
The telegraph stage arrived in town 
at 2:45 yesterday, fifteen 
minutes 
ahead of its regular time. 
There are telegrams at the Western 
Union office for Albert T. Kerclieval, 
Moreal De Bevan and W. S. Lyons. 
The Sheriff will sell all of the prop­ 
erty not yet bid off, in front of the 
Court-house to-day at eleven o’clock. 
The depot folks are crowded with 
business. Heavy receipis of bullion 
and other freight keep the boys stir­ 
ring. 
Rev. J. H. Warren of San Francisco 
delivered a very able discourse to a 
large congregation 011 Suuday evening 
at the Congregational church. 
Two steamers, the Senator and Con­ 
stantine. arrived at Wilmington yes­ 
terday, bringing about one hundred 
and fifty passengers for this city. 
A lively dog-light afforded amuse­ 
ment to the loafers on Main street yes­ 
terday, but an inconsiderate teamster 
spoiled it all with his little whip. 
The storekeepers are beginning to 
display very conspiciously the differ­ 
ent styles of green neckties—a sure 
sign that it is near St. Patrick’s day. 
Los Angeles oranges are about the 
only ones offering in Ban Francisco 
now, and as a consequence the price 
has improved. The collection of the 
duty on tropical fruits has something 
to do with this. 
A number of our young ladies are re­ 
hearsing the cantata of “The Flower 
liueen” under the direction of Geo. 
W . Armstrong, and expect to present 
it soon to the public for the benefit of 
the M. E. Church. 
We give in this issue a synopsis of 
the sermon delivered to the Presby­ 
terian Society, 011 Bunday, by the Rev. 
A. Calhoun of Philadelphia. Next 
week we expect to follow with a re­ 
port of the discourse of some other 
prominent divine. 
Mr. Newmark’s communication on 
the duty on still wines has received 
the indorsement of the special com­ 
muter appointed by the Btate Wine 
Growers’ Society, and the Secretary 
of that body was instructed to advise 
the Chamber of Commerce of this city 
of their action. 
The Commissioner of Roads and the 
County Surveyor visited the country 
yesterday to examine the break in the 
bank of the San Gabriel through 
which that raging stream is wont in 
high water to spread over the fertile 
fields of El Monte. They think it will 
take $30,000 to doctor up the break. 
Something very like an elopement 
occurred at our neighboring town of 
Compton, a day or two ago.

Mr. Jones is too full of business to re­ 
main out of it long, and his present 
retirement is probably but the fore­ 
runner of his engagement in some 
other more prominent and remunera­ 
tive business. 
Work on Messmers’ big addition to 
the United States Hotel is progressing, 
but before it is finished there will be 
a demand for another one. 
Every 
steamer brings a crowd of travelers, 
and all our hotels are taxed to their 
utmost capacity. The Pico and La­ 
fayette are full of guests. Col. Peel is 
advertising for spare rooms all the 
time, and the U. B. folks look with 
longing eyes for the addition to their 
capacity that the new extension will 
make. 
The Public School Exhibition comes 
off to-morrow evening at the Turn Ve- 
rein Hall, and all our citizens who de­ 
sire to enjoy a pleasant evening’s en­ 
tertainment, and at the same time 
encourage a worthy object, will do 
well to attend. The entire proceeds of 
the exhibition will be devoted to the 
purchase of apparatus for the use of 
the schools. 
Elaborate preparations 
have been made for the occasion, and 
as our little friends have been busily 
engaged during the past two weeks, a 
good house is to be expected. 


A Want Supplied. 


The unusually busy aspect of our 
streets for the past few months has 
been due in part to the great reduction 
in fares between San Francisco and 
Wilmington. There is nothing that 
stimulates travel like cheap fares, and 
cheap enough they have certainly 
been this Winter. Part of this reduc­ 
tion is due to the new management of 
the Pacific Mail line, but a great deal 
is ais» to be credited to the Goodall, 
Nelson & Perkins’ line. 
This line 
was the first also to bring into our 
trade a steamer that could cross the 
bar and come to the wharf at W il­ 
mington, and if the resolution passed 
by the Chamber of Commerce means 
anything the people of this county 
will reward with their patronage the 
enterprising 
company 
that 
has 
achieved this result, providing of 
course that 
they 
make it a per­ 
manent and relianle arrangement. 
The 
old 
Pacific 
Mail 
lias done 
a 
good 
thing 
by 
the 
people 
of Southern California, but it is to the 
interest of all commerce that the new 
venture should be made a permanent 
institution. 
Whether it is or not of 
course remains entirely with the peo­ 
ple to decide. 
If it secures a fair share 
of patronage, the line can be depended 
on. It has been running for some 
time to Santa Barbara and Ventura, 
giving perfect satisfaction to all its 
patrons. 
The increasing business to 
our port has iuduced them to extend 
their operations. 
Such enterprise de­ 
serves encouragement, and we have 
no doubt our people will cheerfully 
glye it. 


“ Spending Money Unwisely.’’ 


Following is a synopsis of the excel­ 
lent sermon preaened by Rev. A. Cal­ 
houn 
(Presoyterianj at the Court­ 
house last Snnday: 
“ Wherefore do ye spend money for 
that which is not bread ? and your 
labour for that which satisfieth not? 
hearken diligently unto me, and eat 
ye that which is good, and let your 
soul delight itself in fatness.’’— Isaiah, 
55th, 2d. 
The remonstrance of this text is 
against spending money and labor for 
that which will not and cannot satisfy 
the requirements of man’s nature. 
The text contemplates the sad specta­ 
cle of a starving man spending money 
and labor for something to stay the 
cravings of hunger, but the appetite is 
not satisfied because that for which he 
spends money and that for which he 
labors does not possess the properties 
of bread 
“ Wherefore do you spend 
money for that which is not bread ? 
and your labor for that which satisti- 
eth not?” The fragrance of the finest 
flowers will not satisfy hunger. The 
sweetest notes of music which have 
ever fallen upon the ear or thrilled the 
heart of man will not quench thirst. 
The divinest landscape on which the 
eye of man ever rested will not clothe 
and warm a naked shivering body. 
So man thirsting for blissful immortal­ 
ity cannot be satisfied with anything 
short of the “ water of life.” 
Hunger­ 
ing for the “bread of life,’ no bread 
can satisfy him but that “ which came 
down from heaven,” and “ of which if 
a man eat he shall live forever.” 
Empty of every spiritual good, sad 
and lonely as he thinks of a forfeited 
home, where happy hours go and come 
011 golden wings, 110 home can satisfy 
him now but heaven, 110 resting place 
but the bosom of God. The text does 
not remonstrate against 
spending 
money, but against spending it for 
that which is not bread. 
If hun­ 
ger 
is 
preying 
upon 
the 
life 
bread is better than money. 
If thirst 
is parching 
the lips and crisping 
the tongue, water will bring relief 
which thousands of gold and silver 
cannot. 
And if body and soul be 
dying for want of the bread of life 
we can make 110 sacrifice too great in 
order to secure it. Spending money 
and labor for bread is the approved 
idea of the text. To spend money and 
labor thus is our privilege, our duty, 
our necessity, but in spending we 
must guard against being deceived 
and cheated. 
When we spend money 
for anything injurious we spend for 
that which is not bread. 
When we 
spend it for sinful pleasures we spend 
for that which is not bread. 
When 
we waste all our energies upon that 
which is purely worldly, we spend our 
money for that which is not bread. 
When we spend money and labor for 
the gratification of pride and passion 
we spend for that which is not bread. 
Justnere people make their greatest 
mistakes. Intent on gratification they 
spend money for that which does not 
and cannot gratify in proportion to the 
expenditure made. Millions are spent 
for the fabrics and passions of Mar­ 
seilles, Paris, Berlin and London, when 
comfort, health, and beauty could all 
be consulted at half the expense in 
our home market. Half the expendi­ 
ture of the civilized world is for that 
which affords but little substantial 
comfort or permanent gratification. 
For houses, for dress, for food, for 
drink, for pleasure, 
for lust, how 
much is expended, 
that is more 
than thrown away? The remonstrance 
of the text is rational and apposite 
so far as the temporal wants and grat­ 
ifications of the body arc concerned, 
but its rationality and appositeness 
and real point appear when the soul’s 
necessities are brought into view. 
There are wants of the soul as pressing 
and as essential to true happiness as 
any of our bodily wants. Man needs 
pardon, 
justification, 
regeneration, 
perfect righteousness, 
iminacculate 
holiness, peace with God, abiding 
hope, unwavering confidence, unfad­ 
ing joy, an eternal home where shall 
be spotless purity, undying love, per­ 
fect 
gratification, fellowship with 
Christ as his brother and Saviour, and 
rest in the bosom of God his Father. 
These soul wants, these wants of his 
moral and spiritual nature, unsup­ 
plied, he must ever be miserable. 
“ Wherefore do you spend money for 
that which is not bread?” The great 
thought of this text is that the Gospel 
offers substantial provision to men. 
Bread which is good and will satisfy. 
Hence the exhortation, “ Hearken 
diligently unto me and eat ye that 
which is good and let your soul delight 
itself in fatness.” Two things are 
necessary on our part before we can 
enjoy the rich and soul-satisfying 
blessings of the Gospel. 
1st. 
We 
must attentively hear God’s proposal 
to us as sinners. “ Hearken diligently 
unto me.” 2d. We must in faith ac­ 
cept the proposal God makes to us in 
the Gospel. “ Eat ye that which is 
good.” 
We should hear the Gospel 
as attentively as we would the read­ 
ing of a will in which we were per­ 
sonally interested. 
Want of attentive 
hearing and consideration is a principal 
reason why the Gospel is by so many 
neglected and rejected. 
But hearing 
the Gospel is not eqough. That Gos- 
f 
»el must be believed. The bread of 
ife must be received 
and eaten. 
Hearing of bread when we are hungry 
will not satisfy the appetite. That 
bread must be eaten. Bo with the 
bread of life, it must be eaten, it must 
by faith be appropriated to the wants 
of the soul before it can nourish and 
f;ive eternal life. Eating the bread of 
ife, and exercising faith in Christ 
mean precisely the same thing. 
“If 
any man eat of this bread he shall live 
forever.” 
“He that believeth hath 
everlasting life.” A t this point Chris­ 
tian experience begins, and that ex­ 
perience is of the most delightful 
character. 
“ Eat ye that which is 
good, and let your soul delight itself in 
fatness." The hungry man experi­ 
ences great gratification in eating food. 
That enjoyment is but a faint emblem 
of the soul’s delight in feeding upon 
Christ the bread of life.

A Granger on the Fair Question. 


A correspondent at Compton sends 
us a letter the principal portion of 
which is devoted to the discussion of 
the propriety of getting up another 
Agricultural Society. 
We publish all 
but 
the introduction, that being 
omitted for want of room: 
Now that the first outbreak of popu­ 
lar enthusiasm has passed away, it 
would perhaps be i 1 keeping to say a 
few words relative to the proposed A g­ 
ricultural Fair. That the Grangers of 
this county have not acted with that 
keen foresight necessary to insuro the 
success of the scheme, is a question 
that has been raised by some of the 
most intelligent business 
men in 
Southern California. As a Granger I 
am in perfect sympathy with the ob­ 
jects which it is the desire of tht or­ 
ganization to attain, for it cannot be 
denied that horse-racing is in a great 
measure pernicious in its effects upon 
the people when made, as it has been, 
one of the principal features—and per­ 
haps I might say the principal feature 
—of an Agricultural Fair; that it be­ 
gets a spirit of recklessness and dissi­ 
pation are incontrovertible facts. But 
a trial of speed simply, a test of a 
horse’s ability, without the concomi­ 
tants of purses, pools and private bets, 
cannot be argued as a point in 
favor of the reputation of our present 
organization. The possibility that the 
people of this county have entered 
into a scheme without an adequate 
deliberation upon its requirements to 
make it a success, receives palpable 
support from many of the most promi­ 
nent friends of the reform. 
I cannot 
hesitate in saying as 1 think that it 
would have been better to have secured 
a uninimity of action between the 
directors of the Southern District 
Agricultural Society and the people 
represented by the Patrons of Hus­ 
bandry. This is a local matter upon 
which the people should be a unit in 
order to work harmoniously for the 
more exalted purposes of a general 
reform. 
If having raised the cry 
of “ 110 quarter” 
the people find 
themselves divided when placed face 
to face with the great issues, 
they 
will find the struggle more bitter than 
they now anticipate. We must work 
as a unit and work cautiously, becom­ 
ing thoroughly acquainted with the 
intricacies of our situation. 
Examine 
thoroughly into the position we oc­ 
cupy, and all obstacles calculated to 
produce a line of demarkation from 
our unity should be carefully removed 
or avoided. 
The question now requiring our care­ 
ful attention and study is the practi­ 
cability of establishing another agri­ 
cultural fair, thereby causing a direct 
division of the people, while there is 
strong possibility that a modification 
of the present institution could be se­ 
cured that would fully meet all the re­ 
quirements of the present tendency to 
reform.
